$4,000,000 Proposal; 
Up to Bond Issue Vote 


The Fulton County Commission 
saw for the first time yesterday 
plans for the proposed $4,000,000 
annex to the present courthouse 
and accepted them for further 
study. 

The plans were drawn up by the 
associated architectural firms of 
Barili & Humphries and Toombs 


& Creighton, which began work on 
them after being commissioned to 
do so in 1944, 

Erection of the annex is condi- 
tional to the passage of the $20,- 
000,000 Fulton County bond issue 
to be voted on Aug. 14. 

Plans for the annex were ex- 
plained to the Commission by J. 
W. Humphreys and W. J. Creigh- 
ton. The building facing Central 
Avenue in the rear of the present 
courthouse will be the east-west 
axis of the proposed civic center 
planned for the section that in- 
cludes the City Hall and the Capi- 
tol. Present buildings on part of 
the site, including the Juvenile 
Court, will be eliminated. 

Creighton stated he had con- 
sulted with all County departments 
regarding their requirements as to 
space and most convenient loca- 
tion of their offices. The structure 
will be 16 stories, with two set- 
backs. The old building, with 
which the new will be connected 
by passageways, will be devoted 
primarily to courts, the Clerk of 
Courts and the Ordinary’s offices.

Matsuoka Dies 
In Tokyo 
Isolation Ward 


TOKYO, Thursday, June 27— 
()—The death of American-edu- 
cated Yosuke Matsuoka, former 
Foreign Minister, was announced 


today by the International Tribu- 
nal before which he was on trial 
with 27 other accused war crimi- 
nals, 

The 66-year-old defendant died 
in the isolation ward of Tokyo Im- 
perial University Hospital. He had 
been suffering from tuberculosis, 
arthritis and other ailments. 

A graduate of the University of 
Oregon, Matsuoka probably was 
best known as Japan’s negotiator 
in the tripartite pact signed with 
Germany and Italy in 1940. He 
became Foreign Minister July 22, 


1940. 
Matsuoka ity a veteran diplo- 
mat with long service overseas 
and became a member of the Jap- 
anese Diet (parliament) in 1930. 
He represented Japan at the 
League of Nations general meet- 
ing the same year. In August, 
1935, he took over presidency of 
the South Manchurian Railway. 
The Tribunal President, Sir 
William Webb, announced that 
Matsuoka’s name would be strick- 
en from the indictment as a result 
of his death, and all charges re- 
moved. At the request of defense 
counsel Franklin D. Warren, the 
Court ordered the body turned 
over to the family.

UNO Votes To Keep Spain on Agenda 


NEW YORK, June 26—(UP)— 
The United Nations Security Coun- 
cil Wednesday night voted to keep 
the issue of Franco Spain on its 
agenda after a stormy fight in 
which Andrei Gromyko, Soviet 
Delegate, twice used his veto 
power to tailor a resolution closer 
to his liking. 

It was the longest and one of 
the most bitter sessions in the 
Council's brief history. The dele- | 
gates adjourned five hours = ot 
minutes after they sat dow 
discuss a course of action against 
the Franco regime.

at Waynesboro, to help develop 
outdoor life in Georgia in favor 
of the “average man with a gun 
and a dog, and the fellow with 
a fishing pole and line.” 

“I have stressed the fact that 
Georgia’s future lies in its indus- 
trial and agricultural develop- 
ment,” Carmichael said. “Noth- 
ing has contributed more towards 
making farm life more comfort- 
able and profitable than the im- 
provement of living conditions 
through our rural electrification 
program. Ags Governor, I shall 
work closely with our Representa- 
tives in Congress to improve and 
extend this service, which has 
been slowed down by the war.” 

Carmichael said Georgia is on 
the eve of a great recreational era 
which will send thousands of hunt- 
ers and fishermen into fields and 
streams. To assure them all 
“good hunting,” the State Wildlife 
Department must do an airtight 
job of conservation, he pointed 
out. He said that quail hunting 
will be kept within the reach of 
the average man with a gun and 
a dog.

It offers perfect examples of the “tactics of distraction.” 

The Talmadge campaign, for example, talks a great deal about 
Henry Wallace, former Vice President of the United States. 

Mr. Wallace is not generally popular. 

He is especially unpopular with some farmers. 


Therefore, almost every day the name of Henry Wallace, who 


is not even remotely connected with the Georgia campaign: who 
probably doesn’t even know who is running, is dragged into the 
speeches. 

Mr. Wallace is painted as plotting against Georgia when, and if, 
he becomes President of the United States. 

Now, of course, the facts are Mr. Wallace can’t be @lected Presi- 
dent of the United States. He knows it. Everyone else knows it. 
Now and then some theorist suggests him for a third party. This 
he has refused. But, even so, he has not the remotest chance of 
becoming President. 

Therefore, to drag him in as an issue, is the height of foolish- 
ness. There is no more chance of him becoming President and 
plotting against Georgia than there is for Stone Mountain to get 
up and walk down to Glynn County. Yet those using him as an 
issue do so in the hope of distracting from the facts. 

They hope there are enough people gullible enough to believe it 
to make votes. In this connection, it 1s interesting to note that 
James V. Carmichael is the only candidate to call for preferential 
primaries.

British System Better Than Ours? 


W ASHINGTON—The relations between the executive and legis- 
lative branches have reached a condition of almost total breakdown 
in the last six months. And at no time in history have vaster peace- 
time problems confronted the United States, or more urgently de- 
manded positive solutions. And at no time in history has it been 
less easy to place a positive solution of any problem on the statute 
books. This is the third of the great difficulties which have be- 
deviled the unlucky President Truman. 

The breakdown has three main causes, First, the founding 
fathers, by separating the legislative and executive branches, in 
effect condemned the Congress to irresponsibility. Since members 
of Congress are not responsible for administering national policy, 
they do not suffer from the consequences of their own action or 
inaction. Second, the founding fathers also failed to provide any 
means by which a political divergence between the legislative and 
executive branches could be corrected. At present, Congress is 


highly conservative, while the executive branch clings to a dif- 


ferent policy. Impotence is the inevitable result. Third, Frank- 
lin Roosevelt gave the country 13 years of strong executive leader- 
ship, which always generates congressional irritation and therefore 
congressional obstinacy. 

But while it is easy to delineate the causes of the difficulty and 
to estimate its seriousness, providing a corrective is not so simple. 
Behind the scenes, in the offices of the executive departments and 
the lobbies of Congress, no question has been more discussed by 


_ serious men in the last six months. 


Many leaders of the executive branch, including men in the high- 
est positions, privately incline toward the remedy proposed by 
Thomas Finletter, in his remarkable study of the American Gov- 
ernment. Finletter would give the President a whiphand over an 
obstinate and unco-operative Congress, by giving him the right to 
declare a legislative dissolution. The President would thus send 
the issue between himself and Congress to the people for settle- 
ment at the polls. No member of Congress likes elections, and this 
expedient would confine congressional dissents from the executive 
to basic differences of principle. ts 

Leanings in this direction are not entirely absent in Congress. 
Perhaps the most astonjshing single experience of your correspond- 
ents, in the last six months, was a conversation with one of the two 
or three most influential members of the Republican-conservative 
Democratic coalition.

But he also ad- 
mitted that the coalition could not offer a constructive program as 
its own. This, he added, was extremely dangerous. “You know.” 
he concluded reflectively, “this is the first time I've wondered 
whether the British system might not be better than ours.” 


. But such remedies will not be feasible without 
Not Feasible an acute constitutional crisis (such as may well 
be caused, indeed, by an election of a Republican House this Fall). 
A suggestion as to what can be done now is to be found in the 
excellent executive-legislative relationship in one isolated field— 
that of foreign policy. In part, the relationship is good here. al- 
though it is bad everywhere else because Sens. Connally and Van- 
denberg have actually participated in making foreign policy. But 
it is more important still that they have been given day-to-day 
information about the facts on which policy must be based. Mem- 
bers of the House and Senate have no way of learning the facts 
about national problems. Giving them the facts is vital. For when 
men are considering issues of deep national import, their disagree- 
ments are rarely irreconcilable if they all know all the facts. 

An extension of the present system has been urged upon Sec- 
retary of State James F. Byrnes, in memoranda from his subor- 
dinates. If he accepts this advice, he will establish as a permanent 
organ of the State Department a body similar to the commu!tee 
headed by Undersecretary of State Dean G. Acheson, which had 
such success in winning congressional assent to the trade agree- 
ments and Bretton Woods bills. The body would be headed by a 
very high official to give it authority. But it would not be a mere 
lobby. It would be charged, rather, with keeping key members of 
both Houses of Congress in constant touch with the impelling facts 
on which American foreign policy is founded. Thus good relations 
would be further promoted, and it would become easier for this 
country to act decisively in the foreign field. 

Furthermore, several of the President’s wisest advisors, includ- 
ing the astute and disinterested Secretary of the Senate, Leslie 
Biffle, nave urged that Truman employ the same technique to secure 
greater unanimity on national policy as a whole. It would be more 
difficult when the issues were domestic. It would probably be im- 
possible to do a full-scale job until creation of an executive secre- 
tariat to co-ordinate all executive activity had secured something 
like unanimity of policy within the executive branch. But it would

nounces from his national head- 
quarters in Philadelphia that he 
has suspended the charter of Lo- 
cal 661, of New York, controlled 
by Ben Pross, a New York crook 
whose career in unionism has been 
the subject of these dispatches in- 


termittently for several years. 
Pross was Business Manager, or 
boss, of this small local, among 
many others, but his principal 
power is derived from his control, 
as Business Manager, of Local No. 
1 of the Wine, Liquor and Distil- 
lery Workers. 

Mr. Hoffman’s New York local 
was formed to accommodate win- 
dow dressers working for liquor 
stores and drifted into Pross’ 
hands several years ago. Mr. Hoff- 
man does not know just how it 
happened and the local regional 
office of the American Federation 
of Labor is similarly vague in 
tracing Pross’ activities. 

Pross had identified himself as 
Business Manager of United Win- 
dow Trimmers’ and Displaymen’s 
Local 640 and as “boss” of Local 
20734, composed of workers in the 
wholesale drug trade, and Local 
20646, made up of workers in 
the soap, chemical and cosmetic 
trades, The dues vary but are gen- 
erally $3 a month and some of 
Pross’ subjects have complained 
that they never are told what is 
done with their money and have

By Wednesday I was over in the 
West of your State, at Cason Cal- 
laway’s. I was there for the dress 
rehearsals of the tour and lunch 
for some 700, the day before the 
big party.

3. Multi-purpose development of 
Georgia’s inland waterways, with 
special emphasis upon soil con- 
servation, reforestation, naviga- 
tion, electric power and tourist 
possibilities. 


4. A concerted move to build 
up the tourist industry as big busi- 
ness in such a way that within 10 
or 15 years Georgia may obtain 
least $300,000,000 in out-of- 
State money from the tourist busi- 
ness. 

“If we solve that main problem 
of: creating a _ sufficiently large 
volume of new wealth in Georgia, 
then many other problems, such 
as the race problem, will tend to 
solve themselves,” said Wright. 
“Only by creating new wealth can 
we hope to meet the exigencies of 
the economic pressures that now 
exist.”

Council To Act 


On Ordinance 
For Bond Vote 


Asst. City Atty. J. Charlie Mur- 
phy has announced that a bond 
ordinance setting an election Aug. 
14 ‘for the City’s $20,400,000 share 
of a joint Fulton County-Atlan- 
ta $40,400,000 bond issue for pub- 
lic improvements will be read for 
Council action at Monday’s ses- 
sion. 

The Murphy statement. came 
as reports circulated that an agree- 
ment has been made between Ful- 
ton and DeKalb County, City and 
State Highway officials to launch 
an immediate survey, designed to 
solve the traffic problems of the 
metropolitan area. 

Although details of the agree- 
ment were not announced, it was 
said that City and State Engi- 
neers will begin a survey inside 
the City, and State and County 
Engineers will be called on to 
make a similar survey of contigu- 
ous territory along with State En- 
gineers. The County plans would 
complement those made by the 
City, under the program. 

State officials informed local of- 
ficials, including Mayor Hartsfield, 
that the joint program must be 
developed by june 30, 1947, if it is 
to receive maximum Federa laid. 

H. .W. Lochner & Company and 
associates have completed a sur- 
vey of the area at a cost of ap- 
proximately $80,000, but the new 
survey has been pressed by City 
Administration leaders, who 
contend that the routes should 
be fixed definitely. 

It is expected that Council Mon- 
day will approve the bond ordi- 
nance and send the proposal to 
the people for ratification in the 


Aug. 14 election at which Atlan- 


ta and Fulton County citizens will 
pass on financing the $40,400,000 
joint issue which would provide 
more than $80,000,000 in improve- 
ments including State and Federal 
aid.
